OF MOSQUITOES 


Town Will Collect All 
Tin Cans And Ashes 
As First Step In 
Campaign. 


ALL ARE URGED 
TO COOPERATE 


Get tysburg‘s mosquito-^radlcat ion 
campaign, for which council ap­ 
propriated $1,200 a t the February 
budget meeting, will be launched 
next week with the first of a se­ 
ries of town cleanups. 
Councilmen C. W. Epley, who will 
be in charge of the cam paign again 
this year, today said the first of the 
series of cleanups here, beginning 
next Monday, will be undertaken in 
an effort to elim inate, insofar as 
possible, 
the 
breeding 
places of 
mosquito larvae in the early spring, 
"Last year the m osquitd-eradlca- 
tion cam paign did not get under 
way until m id-summer," Council­ 
m an Epley said, “and although a 
great deal of effective work was 
done many of the breeding places 
were left untouched. This year we 
hope 
to 
elim inate 
the 
breeding 
places first.” 
S tart Work Monday 
Beginning next Monday, unem ­ 
ployed Talbot fund workers, assist­ 
ed by borough employes, will begin 
th** removal of tin cans and ashes. 
Councilman Epley pointed out th a t 
water standing in tin cans during 
the spring m onths is an ideal place 
for the breeding of mosquitoes. 
Residents of Gettysburg are urged 
tx) place the ir tin cans and ashes in 
the alleys behind their properties so 
th at the borough truck may gather 
them up and dispose of them . Where* 
no alleys are available, property 
owners are urged to place the ashes 
and tin cans in receptacles on the 
curb in front of their dwellings. 
Councilman Epley said the work 
will begin in the west end of town. 
Tin cans and ashes in alleys should 
be in containers, Mr, Epley said. 
Besides removing the tin cans 
and ashes, Councilman Epley has 
directed the employ** to cut down 
all weeds in alleys and on vacant 
lots. 
Clean Breeding Places 
Tile tin cans will be deposited in 
a low spot near the sewage treat­ 
m ent plant where they 
will 
be 
covered with the ashes collected in 
town. 
In connection with the first of the 
series of spring cleanups. Council­ 
m an Epley lias requested local prop­ 
erty owners to remove all honey­ 
suckle vines from their premia* s. 
Mosquitoes aw* said to breed rapidly 
in honey-suekle vines, and the re ­ 
moval of these will be a step toward 
complete mo.squito-eradieation, the 
councilman said.

ON FEELING WORTH 


HAVE always believed that what I felt as great, was great. To some- 
* one else perhaps the same thing would appear ordinary or of no mo­ 
ment. 
My idol or ideal is not that of my neighbor. 
That nation goes forward most speedily whose citizens are granted 
by 
the the largest personal freedom and spur to individual effort and achieve- 
Littles- me ut. 
All this brings about a more varied and sterling character de­ 
velopment. Each individual feels his own worth, and the nation’s worth 
is at once recognized far and wide. 
This thing of worth is forever evident. In viewing a painting, its 
worth, its transference of feeling must be the standard by which it must 
hope to live. More clever arrangement of color, or dexterity of technique 
cannot replace innate worth that the creator first owned. 
We are often attracted to certain individuals who mount high in our 
estimation at first meeting, but who shrink upon acquaintance that is 
more thorough. A matter of show or veneer is often suggestive, but it 
does not tell the entire story. Heartbeats do, however! 
How difficult it is for a writer to repeat a great major effort! 
Or for 
anyone else, for that matter. 
Is it not because, in that one supreme ef­ 
fort, the essence of the worth of the artist-heart mounted when in great 
warmth of feeling 
Certain people rivet themselves to us the moment we meet them— 
even before words or intimate acquaintance has proved this right. Ifs 
that feeling of worth with which the most ordinary of us seem divinely 
gifted. 
Real leadership is always inspiring for everyone knows that it could 
not be leadership without genuine worth as the dominating quality in 
supreme command.
